There la manifestly, therefore, no 
conflict between the reipc-ctlve sections of tie acU of 
1864 and lsC5, to which yon lutve called my attention: 
Due dof s n^t Infringe upon, nor even cross the path of 
the other. They give dtflereut and distinct rightu nnd 


riU'Ses to the citizens liable to dr*ft. He has the 


ftlternutivo course to pureue before any draft, eithvr to 
buy a " fiilfslitutc " and secure him to be mastered iu, 
and thus obtain eitmplim from tbo draft during .the 
entire term of enlistment of the luUtitntc, if the lat- 
ter be so long not liaole to draft, or he in.iy procure 
for th» ^ovemment a "recruit" not liable to draft,, 
aud obtain credit for such recruit in case he should be 
drafted, silbji^tini; himself, however, to the liu< Uliy 
otlK-iugforopelled to repeat the operation at every 
succeeding draft that may be ordered by the'President. 


Chiefly. I suppose, the design of the provision of the 


actofliOo, uudfrconsideration, waste offer Induce- 
ment and prr.ent a stimulus to namben or associations 
of inditiilunls in any Bub-district, before the liAbility uf 
any of them became ruted by a draft, to obtain volun- 
teer recruits torlhe army. Congress in this law offers 
auch a aociations a premium to use their exertions tu 
fill up the arinieB. It says to the residents uf the mul- 
titudinous counties, townships, wards, and precincts, 
throughout the country, •* Organize vonrwelf into re 
cruitiny societiea; induce volunteers into the service 
before the draft: pay them such amounts of bounty fis 
you miy be able to raise by your contributions to tho 
recrwting fanda «f your several district*; and, when 
they have been enlisted into the service, the volun- 
teers ycm rnity have raised -will stand to the credit of 
as many of you a. may happtn to be draited, to the- 
extent of the number of recruits, 'in the order desig- 
nated/ at thVtime.the recmits are'mustered In." . 


Bnch is the declaration anfl promise of the new law. 


Its |«>licy is to encourage recruiting, not the procura- 
tion nf siib&tituteB ; to induce the people to organize 
associations for tho advancement Gtroluntrfrtng, rather 
thou the purrhaBe uf substitutes 


In enacting thui new law, aod inauguniting tliis 


new i olicy, CimVrcsa, however, has not tikeu away the 
right of the enrolled ]M»raon.' before tho the draft, to 
furnish a substitute,with the^qnalincatioii brfore sta- 
ted, aud thus secure his exemption from draft during 
the time for which Ijii substitute shall have been ac- 
ceptml. Ife still has it (n his power to exercise that 
right iu preference to the right conferred by tho 2U1 
scctiunoftheactofudofMarch, 186J, of obtaining a 
"recruit" preTions to each draft, as it may occur, aod 
securing thereby a credit in the event, on any occasion, 
of his being drafted. 


I am of opinion, therefore, that the 23d cectiou of 
the act of March 3,1665, does not supersede the 4th 
section of the act of February 24th, 1£^4. . 


The second qiustlon which you have referred to me 
is, whether the " recruits " which are •• to be taken as 
tv.bttitulex" are to be considered nnd born upon tho' 
muster rolls and records of the Provost Marshal. Gen- 
eral as othfr voluntwr recnrlta which nre obtained at 
the expense of the United States, or as substitutes 
which are furnished at i he cost of the principals.

1 HIII of r.|.ii,inn that the "recruits" whom parsons 


enrolled in any snh-dbitrict may "cauao to be mustered 
into Ihe nervi.-e of the United gtates," in pursuance of 
the 2W s«:tiou of the act of 3d Mnrch, 1805, are to be 
comiileri-d and treated as other volunteers who »ro 
obUimd at Ihe i'l|ienso of the United States. It will 
be obs r\i-,l from the analysis of the law contained lu 
the fnri'K.,iiii;r?ma'ks, that the Idea involved in the 
hiw of 1SS4 i< tiitUilHtian, while Ihe idea of the law of 
ISbo is rrnlitiay. The .ectlon of the act oflSUS nnilcr 
conaidrratioii does not upeak of the "recrnin" in 
question as "substitutrs," but declare, that they 
"llittlll* tal.rn 03 tubttHitta" for tho persons who 
cause ut'M tn I* mustered in. They are not •ubstitutes 
but only of the nature of svbtli'iites. Their primary
